the streets, and beginning this year 
the police have begun the suppres-i 
Bion of houses of ill fame. The 
claim is made that Buenos Aires 
is today cleaner morally than ever! 
before in its history due to the “re­ 
form” regulation of a recent city 
administration 
and

the present one. 
The City Council also a few days ! 
ago passed an ordinance imposing 
a tax of 20,000 pesos annually on 
cabarets, which is expected to put 
tome of the lower class places out! 
of business. La Epoca, 
the gov­ 
ernm ent organ, in approving the 
measure, refers to the Buenos Aires 
cabarets as “establishments of cor­ 
ruption” and demands that minors 
be prohibited from entering them. 
W hat are termed “cabarets” in Bu­ 
enos Aires are merely dance halls 
with an orchestra, and, with one or 
-tw o exceptions, are poorly furnish- 
Wd. Drinks are served, but there 
are none of the entertainm ent fea- 
. tures which made the cabaret suc- 
j caseful in the United States. Here 
and in the restaurants, both of 
which are open all night, is where 
most of Buenos 
Aires 
“gayety” 
centers. 
Theaters 
and 
moving 
picture 
bonace do not close until 12 or 
12:30 o’clock. As late as two oclock 
numerous restaurants and cates are 
etui filled with men and some wom­ 
en, with orchestras or electric pi­ 
anos going full blast. Streets in the 
“gay life” district are still brilliant­ 
ly lighted, taxicabs flit about and 
the sidewalks have many strollers. 
W hat is called “ revelling” in the 
restaurants, is, however, not in evi­ 
dence. The patrons sit and listen 
to the music, eat or sip their wine 
or other drinks, but, as an American

Creel said “ the keen McAdoo mind 
conceived the idea of the federal 
reserve system and his indomitable 
determination drove it through in 
the face of bitter opposition.” He 
made a similar statement in re­ 
gard to the passage of the farm 
loan act. 
“ Members of Congress Know.” 
“ Both of these statements are in­ 
correct,” 
Belier says in claiming 
the honor for Senator Owen. 
“ It is not only with the personal 
knowledge of every member of Con­ 
gress who participated in the pas­ 
sage of the federal reserve act, bat 
it is also a matter of record that 
the man who conceived the idea of 
the federal reserve system and who 
was primarily and principally re­ 
sponsible for the framing and pass­ 
age of that act is Senator Robert L. 
Owen of Oklahoma. 
“The banking and currency com­ 
mittee of the senate was created In 
1913 for the express purpose of 
enabling Senator Owen, who was 
made its chairman, to formulate and 
present through a appropriate chan­ 
nel those views upon the subject of 
a federal reserve system which be 
had consistently advocated from the 
time of their initial presentation by 
him to the resolutions committee 
of the democratic national conven-: 
lion of 1896. 
“ McAdoo, 
as 
secretary 
of 
the 
treasury, appeared before the bank­ 
ing and currency committee of the 
senate 
and 
submitted 
suggestions 
both orally and in writing as to 
the federal reserve act. Only those 
suggestions which 
accorded 
with 
the views of Senator Owen were in­ 
corporated ’n the act. McAdoo op­ 
posed certain provisions of the act 
which represented Senator Owen's 
views, and while those provisions 
were elinvnated temporarily from 
the act they were ultimately incor­ 
porated in it. In fact it Is impos­ 
sible to conceive of any legislative 
act for which one man Is more di­ 
rectly responsible or more entitled 
to credit than is Senator Owen in 
relation to the federal reserve act.” 
Belier supports his assertion as to 
the authorship of the federal farm 
loan act by quoting from a letter 
to Senator Owen from Senator Hol­ 
lis of New* Hampshire, who intro­ 
duced the bil. in the senate, in 
which the latter gives Senator Ow­ 
en full credit for that measure.

“ I hope that the country some­ 
time will realize w'hat you have 
done for it in inspiring and bring­ 
ing to realization the federal farm 
loan act as well a* the federal re­ 
serve act,” Senator Hollis said.
